Svekla launches appeal 

Convicted killer claims judge erred in reasoning, witnesses 
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Convicted prostitute killer 
Thomas Svekla has made some 
noise behind bars as he recently 
filed a conviction appeal against 
a decision by a judge who 
locked him away for life. 

Svekla, who was convicted of 
second-degree murder and inter¬ 
fering with the dead body of 
Theresa Innes, was sent away for a 


life in prison in June without the 
possibility of parole for 17 years. 

He claims Justice Sterling San- 
derman erred in law when he 
found Svekla’s post-offence con¬ 
duct was reason enough to as¬ 
sume that he murdered Innes be¬ 
fore her elaborately contorted and 
mangled body was found in 
Svekla’s sister’s garage, wrapped 
in his shower curtain. 

The 40-year-old former mechan¬ 
ic also claims Sanderman was 
wrong to admit the evidence of 
two witnesses who claimed Svekla

sexually and physically assaulted 
them. One of the women claimed 
Svekla tried to choke her to death.

high. 

Svekla also requested in the no¬ 
tice to appeal that he wants to be 
present in court at the hearing of 
the appeal, and does not want a 
trial by judge and jury. 

The Court of Appeal responded 
to Svekla’s request after he sent it 
on June 4, suggesting he get a 
lawyer, and provide the court with 
transcripts from the last trial at 
his own expense. 

Svekla is currently serving his 
sentence at the Edmonton Institu¬ 
tion.

Smile partiers, you’re on camera 

Three closed-circuit security cameras installed in Jasper Avenue area 


Newly installed surveillance 
camera located at Jasper Av¬ 
enue and 108 Street. 
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Rowdy partiers on Jasper 
Avenue are going to have 
to put a cork in it because 
Big Brother is officially 
watching. 

Three closed-circuit se¬ 
curity cameras have been 
installed in the downtown 
area where there are 123 
drinking establishments 
with more than 30,000 
available seats. 

The cameras will monitor 
a radius from 102 Avenue to 
99 Avenue and from 107 
Street to 109 Street. 


“This area is the fastest 
growing hospitality zone in 
Edmonton,” said Sgt. Gary 
Godziulc. 

“The cam¬ 
eras con- ^ > 
tribute to the 
overall percep- 1 
tion of public 
safety and the 
mitigation of Sgt. Gary 
crime and dis- Godziuk 
order.” 

While the cameras won’t 
actually be monitored by a 
set of human eyes, they will 
run on a 72-hour loop, and 
are hoped to assist police 
when identifying suspects. 

“It’s just like whack-a- 
mole,” said Michael Jani- 


gan, president of the Public 
Interest Advocacy Centre. 

“You put cameras in one 
area and the criminal activi¬ 
ty goes to another. It’s not a 
panacea and its use should 
be subject to scrutiny.” 

Janigan says those who 
aren’t out to cause trouble 
may be offended by the 
rolling cameras and could 
feel the live footage 
crowds their privacy. 

“It’s a very difficult bal¬ 
ancing problem to the 
rights of the individual to 
be left alone and to not be 
scrutinized in terms of 
their daily activities and 
justifiable claims of law en¬ 
forcement.” 


Though the cameras will 
be used as a tool to assist 
police officers, Godziuk 
said it doesn’t mean crime 
will necessarily decrease. 

“In isolation, the cam¬ 
eras will not solve crime 
and disorder,” he said. 

“You’re not going to see 
a definitive thread be¬ 
tween putting up cameras 
and crime going down.” 

The cameras are already 
up and it will be rolling as 
part of a three-month pilot 
project. 

Once the project is com¬ 
pleted, the city will decide 
whether the cameras will 
be a permanent fixture on 
the strip. 



Welcome-sign debate heats up 


pricey Edmonton should 
have something to pretty 
up its less-than-attractive 
roadways, even if it costs a 
little more, said one Ed¬ 
monton councillor.

War resister staying, for now 

Judge stays deportation order for American Corey Glass 



Just 20 hours before Corey Glass was set to become the first U.S. military deserter deported from 
the country at 9 a.m. today, Deputy Justice Orville Frenette issued a stay of order yesterday. 


Yesterday morning, Amer¬ 
ican war resister Corey 
Glass was preparing to 
leave the country. By mid¬ 
afternoon, the Federal 
Court put those plans on 
hold. 

Just 20 hours before 
Glass was set to become 
the first U.S. military de¬ 
serter deported from the 
country at 9 a.m. today, 
Deputy Justice Orville 
Frenette issued a stay of 
the order. 

Glass, 25, will be allowed 
to stay in Canada until the 
courts decide whether to 
review a pair of decisions 
made on his case by Citi¬ 
zenship and Immigration 
Canada. 

“I’m stoked,” Glass said. 
“I was ready, I was all 
packed up to go.” 

In fact, he had more 
than simply packed up the 
meagre contents of his 
Parlcdale apartment. He 
had moved out and quit 
his job at a nearby funeral 
home. Now, he will be 
looking for a new apart¬ 
ment and trying to get his 
job back. 


Glass came to Canada in 
August 2006 after going 
AWOL on a temporary 
leave earlier that year. The 
former American National 
Guardsman had worked in 
a military intelligence unit 
in Iraq for eight months. 
Like many other resisters, 
his application for refugee 
status in Canada was re¬ 
jected last year on the 


grounds he was still enti¬ 
tled to due process in the 
U.S. 

The ruling yesterday al¬ 
lows Glass to stay until an¬ 
other Federal Court judge 
determines whether those 
hearings should be re¬ 
viewed by a different offi¬ 
cer. That decision is likely 
at least two months away, 
his legal representative 


said yesterday. 

Though pleased with 
yesterday’s ruling, Glass 
said his concerns now turn 
to Robin Long, a war re¬ 
sister being held in police 
custody in B.C. while 
awaiting deportation. Ar¬ 
rested earlier this week, 
Long could be deported as 
early as Monday.

Security Assessment said 
the number of “food-inse¬ 
cure” people in 70 develop¬ 
ing countries rose to 982 
million in 2007 from 849 
million in the prior year. 

The number of people 
struggling to obtain food 
could rise to 1.2 billion by 
2017, USDA warned in a re¬ 
versal of last year’s forecast 
which saw the number of 
hungry people declining 
during the next 10 years in 
all regions, except Sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa.

Iran flexes missile muscle 


Washington urges Tehran to refrain from further tests 


Iran test-fired nine 
missiles yesterday and 
warned the United States 
and Israel it was ready to 
retaliate for any attack 
over its disputed nuclear 
projects. 

Washington, which says 
Iran seeks atomic bombs, 
told Tehran to halt further 
tests. Iran, the world’s 
fourth largest oil produc¬ 
er, says its nuclear pro¬ 
gramme is only for elec¬ 
tricity. 

Iran later announced 
night-time missile ma¬ 
noeuvres, and its missile 
tests rattled oil markets, 
helping crude prices to re¬ 
bound about $2 a barrel af¬ 
ter recent falls. 

Speculation that Israel 
could bomb Iran has mount¬ 


ed since a big Israeli air drill 
last month. U.S. leaders 
have not ruled out military 
options if diplomacy fails to 
end the nuclear row. 

Revolutionary Guards air 
force commander Hossein 
Salami said in televised 
comments that thousands 
of missiles were ready to 
be fired at “pre-deter- 
mined targets.” 

The White House told 
Iran to “refrain from fur¬ 
ther missile tests if they 
truly seek to gain the trust 
of the world.” 

In Washington, U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of Defense Robert 
Gates, asked if the United 
States was any closer to 
confrontation with Iran, 
told reporters: “No, I don’t 
think so.”

Bolivia dig turns 
up ancient relics 

Tombs, textiles jewelry found 


ancient rituals Archeolo- 
gists have begun digging at 
an ancient ceremonial site 
in eastern Bolivia to piece 
together the rites and daily 
life of cultures dating as 
far back as 3,000 years ago. 

Locals stumbled upon 
the remains while clearing 
the ground to build a new 
market in the picturesque 
town of Copacabana, a 
tourist hotspot on the 
shores of Lake Titicaca. 

Many of the unearthed 
tombs, textiles, clay pots 
and jewelry belonged to 
the well-documented Ti- 
wanaku and Inca cultures 
that populated the area 
hundreds of years ago. 

Some relics go back as far 
as 3,000 years, when a reli¬ 
gious tradition called Yaya- 
mama is thought to have 


flourished in the Andes. 

“They carved sculptures 
(in stone) with a man on 
one side and a woman on 
the other,” said archeolo¬ 
gist Sergio Chavez, who 
works for Central Michi¬ 
gan University. 

The sculptures, which al¬ 
so feature two-headed 
snakes and geometric 
shapes, are still revered by 
local indigenous groups. 

The Yayamama built a 
series of small temples by 
the lake, each two hours 
by foot from the other, 
Chavez told Reuters. 

Wearing an Indiana 
Jones-style fedora hat, 
Chavez said he will study 
the stratified remains to 
try to better understand 
how different Andean cul¬ 
tures evolved. reuters 


lews live longer 
than Arabs in Israel 


GAPS IN STANDARDS JeWS live 
longer and enjoy lower in¬ 
fant mortality and poverty 
rates in Israel than the 
country’s Arab citizens, 
said a report published yes¬ 
terday by a watchdog part¬ 
ly funded by the European 
Union. 

The report by Silckuy, a 
liberal group that pro¬ 
motes reconciliation ef¬ 
forts, said that these and 
other gaps in living stan¬ 
dards were in part a result 
of discriminatory Israeli 
policies in allocating funds 
to Jewish and Arab towns. 

“Although Israeli govern¬ 
ments declare they are 
committed to promoting 
equality among all citi¬ 
zens, Jews and Arabs alike, 
the reality in Israel shows 
equality is only in theory,” 
said Nissim Dwek, a 
spokesman for Silckuy, 
which is Hebrew for “op¬ 
portunity.” 


Longevity stats 

Jewish men lived an average 
of 78.4 years, while Arab men 
lived about four years less, or 
74-9 years. 

Most of Israel’s Arab citi¬ 
zens are descendants of 
Palestinians who remained 
inside Israel after the Jew¬ 
ish state was founded in 
1948 in a war in which 
hundreds of thousands of 
others fled or were ex¬ 
pelled. Those who re¬ 
mained in Israel now com¬ 
prise about 20 per cent of 
its population. 

In the 77-page report, 
Silckuy said one of its more 
worrisome findings were 
gaps in life expectancy and 
infant mortality, though 
both populations had 
steadily improved in both 
categories recently.

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Discovery sheds light on fish evolution 


Some odd-looking fish fos¬ 
sils discovered in the bow¬ 
els of several European 
museums may help solve a 
lingering question about 
evolutionary theory, U.S. 
researchers said yesterday. 

The 50-million-year-old 
fossils, which have one eye 
near the top of their heads, 
help explain how flatfish 
such as sole and halibut de¬ 
veloped the strange but 
useful trait of having both 


eyes on one side. 

For flatfish, which lie on 
their sides at the bottom 
of the sea, this arrange¬ 
ment gives them the use 
of two watchful eyes. 

But the trait has posed a 
problem for evolutionary 
biologists because no one 
had found any so-called 
transitional fossils — fos¬ 
sils showing intermediate 
steps in the evolution of 
this trait. 

“The important thing 


about this study is it deliv¬ 
ers evidence of those inter¬ 
mediates,” said Matt Fried¬ 
man of The Field Museum 
and the University of 
Chicago, whose study ap¬ 
pears in the journal Na¬ 
ture. 

This missing link in the 
evolution of flatfishes has 
been seen as a hole in the 
theory of natural selec¬ 
tion. 

The argument is that in¬ 
termediate forms of these 


fish could not exist be¬ 
cause there would be no 
survival benefit from hav¬ 
ing one eye that was 
slightly off-centre, but still 
on the opposite side of the 
head. 

Friedman's find suggests 
flatfishes followed acon- 
ventional evolutionary 
plan. "There was no 
macromutation that all of 
a sudden gave them both 
eyes on the same side of 
the head," he said, reuters

Paddle to the podium 

Canoeist Oldershaw follows family tradition to get to Olympics

Olympic-bound solo 
flatwater canoeist Mark 
Oldershaw is fulfilling his 
self-determined destiny in 
Beijing this August. 

According to Oldershaw, 
backed up by his mom, 
Connie Lee Oldershaw, he 
has wanted to paddle to 
the podium since he was 
eight-years-old. 

“It’s been a dream since I 
was a little kid,” says Older¬ 
shaw, who is also picking 
at an English degree at Car- 
leton University when he’s 
not seeking global champi¬ 
onships. “I grew up with 
the Olympics as part of my 
life with my grandfather, 
father and uncles all com¬ 
peting at the Olympics.” 

With four relatives now 
spanning three genera¬ 
tions with Olympic experi¬ 
ence, boating is in the Old- 
ershaws’ blood. His family 
is so intertwined with the 
sport that his coach also 
happens to be his father, 
Scott Oldershaw. 

“It’s good to have coach¬ 
ing pretty much 24/7,” he 
says. 

“I can get coaching at 
the dinner table or at the 
club. Whenever I need it, 
he’s there.” 

Oldershaw qualified for 
the Olympic Games in the 
Cl 500m at the 2008 Flat- 
water Racing World Cup in 
Szeged, Hungary on June 5. 
Since then, he has been 
chiefly focusing on physi¬ 
cal fitness, spending his 
time between his home¬ 
town of Burlington, Ont., 
and Ottawa. 

“I’m getting back more 
into basics,” Oldershaw, 
25, says. “Trying to get run¬ 
ning again, back into the 
weight room to get 
stronger. Just working 
hard until around the be¬ 
ginning of August, when 
I’ll tone it down and try to 
peak for Beijing.”

Esks want more from run 


Team looks to shift offensive burden off Ray before date with Argos

Ricky Ray’s aerial assault 
in a 34-31 win over the 
Calgary Stampeders last 
Thursday mitigated obvi¬ 
ous shortcomings in the 
Edmonton Eskimos 
running attack, but soon¬ 
er or later they have to 
move the chains without 
Ray cocking his arm. 

Don’t they? 

It might be a case of soon¬ 
er, like tonight when the 
Toronto Argos come call¬ 


ing at Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium, because it’s unlikely 
the men from the Big 
Smoke will give up the 448 
yards Ray strafed the 
Stampeders for. 

That means the running 
game, which has managed 
just 110 yards through two 
starts, has to get un- 
traclced — whether it’s 
Damien Anderson or A. J. 
Harris — if the Eskimos 
expect to improve on the 
1-1 record they take in 
against the Boatmen. 

“The running game is 
not where it’s supposed to 
be right now,” admits 


coach Danny Maciocia. 
“We’re working on it real¬ 
ly hard. It’s not about one 
individual. 

Everybody 
has to take I 
their share | 
of responsi¬ 
bility.” 

After 
managing 
just 59 Ray 
yards in a 

34-13 loss to Saskat¬ 
chewan, the Esks added 
just 51 more against the 
Stamps. With Maciocia 
adding Harris to the active 
roster, it’s going to fall to 



him and Anderson to get 
something done. 

“We have to become 
more consistent as a unit,” 
Anderson said. “We all can 
be better, myself included. 
We all need to be meticu¬ 
lous in knowing our as¬ 
signments.” 

Conventional wisdom is 
the running game sets up 
the passing game. Maybe it 
can work in reverse — if 
Ray can get something 
done through the air early, 
maybe that’ll open things 
up along the ground. 

“You would think the 
logic would be that if 


you’re throwing it for so 
many yards, at some point 
in time it’s going to open 
up the running game,” 
said Maciocia. 

“Defensively, teams are 
going to try to put a 
scheme in place that’s go¬ 
ing to take away the verti¬ 
cals and downfield pass¬ 
ing. Hopefully, they’ll be a 
little lighter in the box as 
far as manpower is con¬ 
cerned and you can sneak 
in a few runs and start get¬ 
ting that production again. 
One is tied into the other. 
There’s no question about 
it.”

When they’re closed, they 
can deflect 40 to 50 per¬ 
cent of the solar heat gain 
that would enter your 
home without window 
coverings. 

Light colours work best, 
since, as we all know, dark 
colours absorb heat and ra¬

When closed, they can deflect 40 to 50 per cent of the solar heat that would enter via windows. 


diate it into our homes — 
not a good thing in sum¬ 
mer. Close your window 
coverings and your win¬ 
dow to keep out the sun 
and heated air during the 
time when the sun wants 


to shine through your win¬ 
dow. This is especially sig¬ 
nificant for southern and 
we stern-facing windows. 
Only open them in the 
morning, evening, or at 
night, when your window 


is shaded or it is dark. 
When you do open them, 
try to open windows at op¬ 
posite ends of a room to 
promote circulation. 

Consider weatherproof 
blinds outside your win¬

dow — these types of 
blinds can reduce heat en¬ 
tering the house because 
they deflect it before it en¬ 
ters the house. Shutters 
can also do the job. 

They can be installed 
seasonally, only for the 
summer months. But un¬ 
less you have remote con¬ 
trol, you’ll have to go out¬ 
side or reach through your 
window to open or close 
these coverings. 

Shade, of course, miti¬ 
gates the hot-house effect. 
Plantings, although they 
do take time to grow, can 
do wonders for reducing 
sunlight and heat entering 
your home. 

This kind of cover is es¬ 
pecially important on the 
south and west-facing part 
of the house, and is also 
beneficial for cutting the 
morning light on the east 
side. Deciduous plantings 
are best because they cut 
the heat in the summer 
and allow heat in the win¬ 
ter. 

Another great way to in¬ 
troduce shade is to use at¬ 
tractive awnings and over¬ 
hangs outside your win¬ 
dows, especially if the roof 
overhang does not produce 
adequate shade. 

Awnings look great, es¬ 
pecially in a more tradi¬ 
tional setting. Inset win¬ 
dows, often found on more 
contemporary or modern 


dwellings, also produce 
shade. Inside the house, 
try to keep upholstery and 
fabric surfaces as light- 
coloured as you can during 
the summer — if you have 
darlc-coloured upholstery, 
consider slipcovers. 

Choose a gorgeous light- 
coloured fabric and voila 

— you’ve got a great new 
look that reflects light 
rather than absorbing it 
and radiating heat. 

Indoor fans also make it 
feel less hot. Ceiling fans 
are absolutely priceless at 
cooling, and there are cer¬ 
tainly good-looking models 
available. Just be careful if 
you are bargain shopping 

— sometimes well-priced 
ceiling fans can be down¬ 
right ugly. The same goes 
for portable or window 
fans. To blow heat out of 
the house, they should be 
located on the downwind 
side of the house and fac¬ 
ing outwards. A window 
should be open in each 
room and interior doors 
open to allow air flow. 

And if you still decide 
you still need to use an air 
conditioner, just make 
sure you seal the system 
well. 

Use caulking and weath¬ 
erstripping to minimize 
the loss of cooled air.

Replant gladioli for successive 
waves of summer blooms 


Planting gladioli is a bit different 
from planting other summer 
bulbs — in fact, the best way to 
plant them sounds like a scene 
from a summer sequel to the 
movie Groundhog Day. Gladioli 
are best planted repeatedly, 
adding more and more to beds, 
replanting new batches every 10 
days or so. 

The result is successive waves 
of new blooms from mid-sum¬ 
mer into fall. Most bloom 70 to 


80 days after planting, though 
some bloom faster (55 days) and 
others slower (90 days). Gladioli 
stand tall, with orchid-lilce 
blooms borne upright as on a 
spear. Plant clusters amidst stur¬ 
dier plants (roses, sedums, this¬ 
tles, etc.) to provide support. Or 
plant them in cutting gardens; 
their blooms are delightfully 
long-lasting in the vase. For more

The two sides couldn't be

Workman to emphasize 
all things “big”: Big on the 
production work, big on 
the emotional flair. Even 
big on the rock: Not as in 
the nickname of the trio’s 
home province, but as in 
upping the amps to 11 for 
the punlc-driven Straight 
To Hell and Oh Yeah. 

Though Hallett played 
in punk rock bands before 
joining GBS, credit for the 
aforementioned two cuts, 
shockingly, goes to Doyle. 

“Back in high school, 
the bands I used to play in 
did a lot of hard rock and 
heavy metal,” Doyle says.

TV performers ratify 
Hollywood labour deal

smaller of Holly¬ 
wood’s two per¬ 
formers unions 
ratified a new 
prime-time TV 
contract Tuesday, 
undermining a 
last-ditch bid by 
the larger, more 
militant Screen Ac- Nicholson 
tors Guild to se¬ 
cure a richer deal. 

The labour pact with ma¬ 
jor studios covering 70,000 
members of the American 
Federation of Television 
and Radio Artists won final 
approval despite an unusu¬ 
al all-out campaign by SAG 
urging some 40,000 actors 
who belong to both unions 
to vote down the AFTRA 
accord. 

“A majority of members 
ultimately focused on 
what mattered — the obvi¬ 
ous merits of a labour 
agreement that contains 
substantial gains for every 
category of performer in 
both traditional and new 
media,” AFTRA president 
Roberta Reardon said in a 
statement. 

More than 62 per cent of 


AFTRA members 
casting ballots vot¬ 
ed in favour of the 
new contract, the 
union said. The 
number of ballots 
returned and actu¬ 
al vote totals were 
not disclosed. 

While AFTRA’s 
margin of victory 
was substantially 
less than the 90 per cent 
range most Hollywood 
labour pacts attain for rati¬ 
fication, it was not imme¬ 
diately clear how much if 
any real additional clout 
SAG would gain in press¬ 
ing its demands. 

SAG’s contract talks 
stalemated last week over 
some of the same issues 
that led to a 14-weelc 
screenwriters strike 

months ago. 

A number of A-list stars

Fox, you 
see, owns MySpace, and 
while the social network¬ 
ing site might not be as big 
as Google, it’s surprising 
that Rupert Murdoch’s net¬ 
work would let a potential¬ 
ly lucrative online venture 
slip through their fingers in 


negotiations. 

“Either MacFarlane's reps 
wanted to add too many ze¬ 
roes to the deal to attach an 
Internet component,” the 
Reporter story speculated, 
“or Fox 
didn't feel 
there were 
enough zeroes in 
ad revenue from 
such a deal to care. 

The latter seems much 
less likely.” MacFarlane 
can’t write a non-gag-based 
joke to save his life, but his 
lawyers are obviously real 
monsters if they could pro¬ 
tect the Google deal — 
which has apparently been 
in the works for a year — 
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from Fox’s legal team dur¬ 
ing negotiations. In any 
case, it seems that it was 
MacFarlane who had the 
leverage when Fox came to 
talk money, not the other 
way around. 

There are no details on 
the Google webisodes — 
who cares, really? — except 



that they probably won’t in¬ 
volve any characters from 
Family Guy or American 
Dad, given intellectual 
property restrictions inher¬ 
ent in any deal MacFarlane 
signed with Fox. 

What’s really interesting 
is that MacFarlane is obvi¬ 
ously sure that going online 
with a new show is going to 
be more lucrative in the 
long run than putting it out 
on primetime.
